DIRECTIONS 

In your correspondence with us, write plainly your name, post office ad- 
dress, county and state and your railroad station or express office. 

Part of letter requiring an answer from us should be written on a separate 
sheet from order. 

How to send money. Send with your order for seed either your private 
check, draft, Post office money order or express money order. 

To give us a fair chance to do our best for you, order as early as you can, 
while seed is the cheapest and before we are crowded with orders. 

Atwater is on the Cleveland and Pittsburg R. R. between Ravenna and Al- 
liance. We have the Adams Express only. Menticn to us in letter whether you 
wish seed shipped by freight or by express or parcels post. We advise that 
large shipments be made by freight. 

If your freight station has no agent be sure to send enough extra money in 
remittance to more than pay the freight and we will be careful to return to you 
the exact change due to you after paying the freight. 

We seé personally that all shipments we make are turned over to railroad 
or express agents in No.1 shape. If you don’t receive them in that shape have 
‘your agent note damage on freight receipt and put in a bill at once to Railroad 
company for exactly the loss you have sustained in those shipments.
